California is staggering under the 
rule of railway monopolists and the 
people are putting forth determined 
efforts to lessen the power and influ- 
ence of a gigantic company to which 
they are called on to pay tribute. The 
State is cursed, as well, with land 
monopolists — men who have grabbed 
many Hundred thousand acres of the 
public domain and hold them for specu- 
lative purposes. In the days of "Good 
Queen Bess" England was a nionopoly- 
riddon country. Exclusive rights were 
sold by the Government for almost 
everything in common use. One man 
secured a monopoly to make and sell 
all the beer drunk in London. Another 
was awarded an exclusive right to 
gather and sell rags. Then there were 
monopolies in old clothes, beef, fish and 
street garbage, and at last one fellow 
who kept a piggery applied for the ex- 
clusive rightto collect all kitchen refuse, 
and got up a "corner" in swill. The 
granting of this "right" caused a gen- 
eral outburst of indignation from the 
cooks whose perquisites were encroach- 
ed upon, and "corners" in swill and 
similar monopolies were shortly after- 
wards broken up. 

Here, in British Columbia, where 
there are no rag, old clothing or swill 
"corners," there is still a monopoly of 
a dangerous and insidious character, 
one that is intimately connected with 
the good government of the country 
and the efficient framing of its laws. 
As the Local Parliament is constituted 
one man has a virtual monopoly of the 
politics of the country. Being the only 
lawyer in the House his friends openly 
boast that no Ministry can be formed 
that does not include him. That, in 
itself (although not strictly correct) is 
a bad position for the country to oc- 
cupy. But its position from another 
point of view is still more serious. We 
refer to the character of the legislation 
• for the past two sessions — the faulty 
laws that have found their way upon 
the statute-book, and tho recklessness 
with which constitutional rights have 
been invaded by certain of the measures 
that the Government have introduced. 
Examine the Chinese Tax Act as a 
sample of several. It was so notori- 
ously bad that when it was attacked in 
the Supreme Court the Political Mon- 
opolist did not dare defend its pro- 
visions, notwithstanding that he had 
enforced the penalties it demanded. 
Through the failure of that measure 
what is the present position of the 
Chinese in this country i Legally, they 
cannot be called on to pay one cent in 
taxation. They can go Scot-free until 
the clause in the Chinese Tax Act 
which relieved them of the payment of 
head-tax and school-tax shall have been 
repealed. Take, next, the Act that 
has disenfranchised a large body of the 
most intelligent and respectable men 
in tho Province. It only requires to 
be brought to the notice of the Supreme 
Court to be upset. Then there is the 
25 per cent, rate of interest charged on 
overdue taxes and instalments on Crown 
lands, while there is in existence and 
unrepealed another Act that fixes the 
legal rate of interest at 12 per cent. 
The Lien Act, and the Act to impose 
additional obligations on tho Fraser 
dyking projectors, together with sev- 
eral others, to all of which we shall 
shortly allude at length, furnish ad- 
ditional evidence that another legal 
gentleman is required in the House if 
for no other purpose than to check, 
expose and correct the notoriously bail 
law of the Attorney General. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 
Cape Town, July 15. — Lord Chelms- 
ford has resigned, and is returning to 
Durban. 

A dispatch from Capo Town dated 
July 15, via Madeira, says that Gen. 
Crealock's cavalry have burned Onnini 
and Mugwende, on the eastern line of 
the British advance 

Dabulmanzi, Cetewayo's brother, 
and several other important chiefs, have 
surrendered to Lord Chelmsford. 

The movement of troops retiring 
from the neighborhood of Ulundi was 
expected to be retarded by heavy rains 
and increasing transportation difficul- 
ties, which would prevent any read- 
vance this season, even if such a move- 
ment was necessary. 

Ekowe is to be reoccupied. 

The naval brigade has been re-em- 
barked for England. 

Volunteers originally raised for the 
campaign against Secocnni, have been 
ordered into positions between Forts 
Wedor and Derby, to the north of 
Zululand, so as to cut oft' Cetewayo's 
retreat northward and prevont raids by 
Zulus in the neighborhood of the In- 
tombi and Assegai rivers. Pug Ad- 
der, an important chief on the northern 
border of Cape Colony, has been cap- 
tured. 

Cape Town, July 16.— The colonial 
ministers have informed the assembly 
that they consider the present an in- 
opportune time for giving effect to re- 
commendations of tho home Govern- 
ment in favor of confederation, but 
they would take steps to carry them 
out as soon as peace is restored. The 
action of tho Cape Government is gen- 
erally approved. 

London, Aug, 4. — Correspondents 
in South Africa agroe that the capture 
of Cetewayo is all important, because 
as long as he is free he will remain the 
center of conspiracy and mischief. 
Gen. Wolseley, however, has no inten- 
tion of pursuing* him with British 
troops as the nature of the country 
renders such a course impracticable. 
His policy is rather to stir up neigh- 
boring tribes against the King. Agents 
have, been sent to the Owazies and 
Ainatongas with this object in view, 



and 5,000 eattlo have been offered 
Oliam if he will capture his brother. 
Ono telegram says that a price has been 
set upon Cetewayo's head. Gen. 
Wolseley, in an address to a number 
of chiefs on July 12th, informed them 
that he had no desire to take any of 
their territory, but that Cetewayo was 
a fugitive and could never more be 
King. General Wolseley had sum- 
moned all native chiefs to meet him at 
Emangmere, a fort nine miles north of 
Umlatoosa river on July 19th, to hear 
his final words of settlement. The 
chiefs at the meeting on July 12th de- 
clared that the Zulu nation had now 
no head. They wished to have no 
more black kings, and said they would 
prefer John Dunn for king. They 
promised to bring all the chiefs of coast 
districts to the Emangniero meeting. 
These tribes, however, do not consti- 
tute the most warlike part of tho na- 
tion. A flying column started for 
Emangniero July 14th, to prepare for 
the meeting. Gen. Wolsoley and staff 
will follow. It is reported from Lunc- 
burg that Cetewayo, with 7,000 follow- 
ers, is endeavoring to escape across the 
northern border to join Seeeoni. The 
authorities are keeping a good look-out 
for him. 

A Cape Town dispatch says: Chief 
Morosi has submitted. The present 
trouble with the Basutos is therefore 
settled, but much discontent exists. It 
is feared that there will be a severe 
famine next year in Zululand, as it is 
now seed time, and no land is being 
sown, while much seed has been de- 
stroyed and many cattle seized. Cete- 
wayo, when leaving the battlefield of 
Ulundi, told bis chiefs to look to their 
own safety, and seek terms of peace as 
best they could. His army is broken 
up. The nation has dispersed and the 
King is a fugitive. Zululand will 
probably be divided into three or four 
separate principalities, each under the 
rule of an independent noble. Cete- 
wayo's brother Ohani will receive his 
own Territory under this arrangement. 
Rumors are rife of impending trouble 
in Transvaal. 

It is feared that if the colonial 
minister takes energetic measures with 
regard to that province immediate dis- 
turbance will ensue. The announce- 
ment of the despatch of troops and the 
approaching visit of Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley have probably disquieted the Boers. 

EUROPE. 

London, Aug. 2. — Wilbur F. Ray- 
mond, who absconded from America 
and was arrested here, has been re- 
leased. The American parties refused 
to proceed with the prosecution. Ray- 
mond is dying of consumption. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 2. — Troops of 
the 40th division have been ordered to 
Turkestan. 

London, Aug. 2.— Warwickshire 
miners declare that the award of the 
umpire in the dispute between them- 
selves and the masters means starva- 
tion. 

The proceedings of the court-martial 
in the case of Lieutenant Carey have 
been quashed for informality. 

Bo.muay, Aug. 2. — It is stated that 
Erinagurn, the capital of Cashmere, 
ordinarily containing ;)00,000 inhabi- 
tants, has only 30,000 since the fam- 
ine. 

Berlin, Aug. 2. — In view of the 
success of the socialists in Breslau, the 
government is considering the practi- 
cability of making the anti-socialist 
law more rigorous. Leaders of the 
liberals are discussing a programme to 
unite the various sections. 

London, Aug. 2. — It is believed that 
Speaker Brand, of the House of Com- 
mons, will resign at the end of tho 
present session, and it is probable that 
he will be succeeded by Redley, Under 
Secretary of State for the Home De- 
partment. 

In the House of Commons, to-day, 
tho Chancellor of the Exchequer ridi- 
culed a statement that England has for 
years been helping the Sultan of Mor- 



is not likely to be any demand for 
them in England. 

It was reported yesterday that a 
large firm in the East India trade had 
gone into liquidation with liabilities 
amounting to .£300,000. Their diffi- 
culties are said to be mainly in con- 
nection with losses h\ co flees in Ceylon. 

Erfurt, Aug. 2. — Herr Von Lu- 
cius, the new minister of agriculture, 
polled 5050 votes in the election for 
member of the Reichstag ; Herr Trae- 
gra (progressist,) 22G7, and Herr Kap- 
pell (social democrat), 1C4S.

Warren's trading post.

From tho North-west Coast. 



The steamer Princess Louise, Captain 
Lewis, arrived at 5 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon from the fisheries on the North- 
west coast with CO tons of freight and 
Messrs. U. Croasdaile, J. W. McKay 
and 25 Indians as passengers. She loft 
here at 4:20 p. m. on the 31st July, 
called at Alert Bay and at 0:15 p. in. on 
the 1st inst passed the steamer Western 
Slopo off Cape Caution, bound north. 
She landed a number of Indians at Bella 
Bella and arrived at Aberdeen fishery on 
tho 2d inst. at 3 p. m. Sho then pro- 
ceeded to Essington where sho landed 
frieght, and on reaching Inverness laid 
there five hours. Called at Fort Simp- 
son and anchored in Naas River on Sun- 
day last, and took on board 400 barrels of 
salmon. At Inverness she received 200 
barrels salmon, oil, etc., and at Alert 
Bay took in miscellaneous freight. Called 
at Departure Bay on the way down for 
coal. Sho experienced clear weather and 
reports that salmon arc running very 
plentifully in Naas and Skeena rivors. 
The shippers of freight were H. Croas- 
daile, W. Offort, Inverness Fishery and 
W. Huson.

The Lost Brother Jonathan. - A San 
Francisco dispatch states that some par- 
ties in that city, who have been working 
up tho matter for some time past, have 
discovered the wreck of the steamer Bro- 
ther Jonathan, which foundered off Point 
St. Goorge, near Crescent City, in July, 
1805. She lies in an upright position in 
22 fathoms of water, about 50 fathoms 
from a submerged rock on which she is 
supposed to have struck. There was 
about SI, 000, 000 in treasury notes and 
bullion in her safe and the finders are 
fitting out an expedition for its recovery. 
The treasure belonged to tho Government 
whose claim, it is held, lapsed on the ex 
piration of ten years after tho loss. Sever- 
al citizens of Victoria lost their lives by 
tho sinking of the Brother Jonathan. 

The Vancouver Coai. Co. -- London 
Vanity Fair says: " Vancouver coal, 
which we next recommended, is an in- 
stance showing that even the best of com- 
mercial companies are liable to deprecia- 
tion from circumstances over which they 
have no control.

Zulu Preparations for Fight, 

When a chief is ubout to figlit with 
another, ho calls his army doctor, who 
brings hitelfzi, which he bruises, places 
in a pot, pours water on it, and then 
squee/es il with his hands, and mixes 
it with water. The long tail of a large 
animal, which is well known, called 
the gun, is placed in the vessel and 
used to sprinkle it with. The army 
forms a semi-circle, and no one speaks, 
there is perfect silence ; for, indeed, 
when an army is being led out to war, 
no one speaks, even a little ; it is an 
evil day, for men are going to die and 
they cat nothing. The doctor sprin- 
kles the whole army, going round the 
whole circle. When an army has had 
this done to il, no one among them 
may associate with his family at home; 
if a man breaks this rule ho "kills him- 
self, making his eyes dark ;" that is, lie 
lias made himself stupid, be has lost 
his senses, so that when he goes into 
battle he must surely be killed. On 
the day when troops are Summoned, 
and assemble at the chief's head- 
quarters, cattle are always slaughtered. 
The meat first eaten is black, hoing 
smeared with a powder made of dried 
flesh of various wild animals — leopard, 
lion, elephant, oto. The Zulus believe 
by these methods to impart the fierce 
and powerful qualities of tlie different 
boasts, Tho whole force partakes of 
this wonderful meat before going into 
battle, that they may be brave and not 
fearful. When the doctor has finished 
sprinkling tho army, tlie chief comes 
into the midst of it and addresses the 
soldiers, praising the "Amatongo," or 
spirits of his ancestors. He ends with 
an admonition to fight as becomes a 
brave nation ; he says : — "Troops of 
our people, who conquered so-and-so, I 
shall hear of your doings. The sun is 
in the sky ; 1 have this day given the 
enemy into tho hands of such-and-such 
a regiment, and I direct you to follow 
it. If you do not conquer, you will 
disgrace yourselves. My father was a 
brave, he was never known to bo a 
coward. Lot the assegais wound you 
in front, lot there be no wound in the 
back. If I see you coming back con- 
quered, I will kill you ; you will find 
no place for you here at home. I, too, 
am an enemy, if you are cowards." 
Then there would begin leaping and 
rattling of spoors against their shields; 
some shouting and making vows, anil 
then tho chief dismisses tho army.—

Ottawa, July 2-i — A rumor is now in 
circulation, based on the fact that several 
bank charters for issuing notes will expire 
shortly, stating that Sir A. T. Gait's mis- 
sion to England is to arrange preliminar- 
ies for tho adoption of a national curren- 
cy, but not an irredeemable currency. 
Whether tho above rumor be correct or 
not, it is known that Sir A. T. Gait is 
about resuming the negotiations for com- 
mercial treaties between Canada and se- 
veral European and South American 
countries. 

The following Cabinet changes are ru- 
mored: — Mr. James Macdonald, Minister 
of Justice, to be appointed Chief Justice 
of Nova Scotia, in lieu of Sir Wm. Young, 
to bo superannuated. Mr. John O'Con- 
nor to resign. Mr. Costigan's chances as 
Irish Roman Catholic representative, it is 
claimed, will bo ovorlookod in favor of 
Mr. Daly, M.P., Halifax, who will enter 
the Cabinet as a Nova Scotian and the 
Irish Catholic representative. Senator 
Aitkina is to resign and accopt, but not 
immediately, tho position of Land Com- 
missioner in tho North-West under tho 
power of tho Act recently passed. Mr. 
Dalton McCarthy will succeed him as tho 
Ontario representative in the capacity of 
Minister of Justice.

Murdor and Suicide at Plymouth. 



Plymouth lias been startled by a 
murder and suicide of a peculiarly 
shocking character. The facts for 
some time remained obscure, but the 
Coroner's inquest elicited them. It 
appears Harriet Marker, the daughter 
of a Plymouth lithographer, twelve 
years ago, being then eighteen, mar- 
ried a naval petty officer named Law- 
rence. He went to sea for several 
> ears, allowing her no maintenance. 
After the first few months she lived as 
a dressmaker at Manchester, Liverpool 
and latterly at Chester. She had two 
children, one by an officer, the 
other is called by her maiden 
name. For a year she had lived at 
Chester, passing as Mrs. Gregory, hav- 
ing formed connections with Alfred 
Gregory, of the Mews, Queen's Hotel, 
Chester. Lately her husband return- 
ed, wont to Plymouth, and was recon- 
ciled to his wife, promising to support 
her. On the morning of the Gth inst. 
Gregory, who left Chester the previous 
night, arrived at Plymouth, went to 
her house, and the woman went with 
him for the day. The following day 
she started for business as usual, but 
was met by Gregory, prosuaded to go 
with him to an hotel, and there in a 
private room he cut her throat and 
his own. The coroner's jury returned 
a verdict of wilful murder against 
Gregory, finding also that he committ- 
ed suicide while in a state of unsound 
mind. 

Gunboats for China-Significant Warn- 
ing from a London Journal. 



CniCAtiO, July 28th. — A. London 
special says: China will one day appear 
as an important factor. The Arm- 
strongs have just dispatched from Eng- 
land four more formidable gunboats 
to China via the Cape, making eight of 
these formidable little vessels, each 
carrying a :t8-ton gun. They are 
splendid floating engines, and have a 
fine sea-going capacity. 

The Obsi-rver says : They were 
built for China in anticipation of war 
with Japan, but it is possible that they 
may any day bo used against ourselves 
as well. If Parliament would spare a 
little time from intermediate education 
in Ireland and other such questions, 
and reconsider history, it would bo 
better. Sooner or later China, a Yast 
reservoir of human life kept in by old 
rotten dykes, will burst its barriers, 
and the new world will he flooded by 
Chinese as the old was swept by the 
Goths, Vandals and Huns. The day 
is not likely to arrive in our own years, 
but when it does come, as it must, it 
will be sad forcivilized life if the barbar- 
ians possess a navy superior in scientific 
respects to that of the civilized world, 
which they have marked out for plun- 
der.

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
BuildiiKjs wM/tSii certain Fire JJmit* 
within the City of Victoria : 
1; That such part of tno City bounded 
on tho North by Johnson street, on tlio 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad street and on tlio West by tho 
Water Frontage bo hereby declared with- 
in the B'ire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort, 
from centre of Broad shall bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four foot 
above Wall Plate of Roof , and party Walls 
shall also extend to same height! above 
Wall Plate of Hoof. Roofs shall bo cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and the Walls shall 
be so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of the interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tlio apex of Roof should exceed tho hoight 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In tho case of 
Cables tho Walls arc to bo carried up to 
tho full height of the Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in thia 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or othor incombustible 
materials, shall bo made to conform -to 
this Ordinance. 

4. Tito Wooden Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not bo altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Firo 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Fire Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will be niiule by tho pro- 
posed change or alteration in tho sizo of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the valuo of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on tile in the 
office of the City Clork. 

5. No Building within tho said Firo 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of the samo lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Firo Limits. 

G. Whenever any building shall bo by 
any means so much injured as to bo, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engincor and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Firo Wardens, bo 
damaged by fire to the extent of ono-half 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to. remove 
the same forthwith, and the person i'O' 
coiving such notice shall within ton days 
after receiving tho same comply with tno 
requirements 'thoroof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to bo notless than oightcon inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteon inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
bo, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Buildings — 
Foundations to bo not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
tlio case may be. Brick Walls— Ground 
floor to bo not loss than seventeen inchoii 
thick; first ilooy not lesa than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 

•deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Polico 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chiof Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and the Fire Wardens 
are required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as " Tho Bylaw for Prohjliftini; 
the Erection of Wpodpp Buildings, 48f Q, 

Passed tho Municipal Council this 
Sixteenth day of July, One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
